eration at Meeting of 


Council Tonight. 


The purity of the w ater which is 
l>eing used in this city has become a 
ra th e r important question, several of 
the councilmen and other prom inent 
business men having looked into the 
m a tte r somewhat with a view' to 
ascertaining the condition 
of the 
w ater works and especially th at por­ 
tion of the mechanism which pertains 
to the filtering of water. 
The Minnesota W ater W orks Com­ 
p a n y ’s position in the m atter of more 
adequate equipment was explained 
quite thoroughly in a letter recently 
sent to one of the consum ers in this 
city by President Tighe aud published 
in full iii The D ispatch. 
H e called 
attention to the fact th a t th e lease 
which the company had with the city 
was of brief duration and th a t the 
com pany could not under the circum ­ 
stances be expected to make any e x ­ 
tended improvements unless some­ 
thing was done to assure them of 
future patronage. 
The question of pure w ater for 
consum ers is one, however, which 
the city officials think should not cut 
any figure with the conditions of any 
lease or contract and in all probabil­ 
ity after Dr. Thabes, health officer 
of the city, makes his rep o rt to the 
council, which he will do in the near 
future, on the condition of the filter­ 
ing system of B rainerd th at some 
decisive action will be taken. 
In ^peaking of the m atter this 
m orning Dr. Thabes said: 
" I have made quite an extended 
examination of the water works plant 
iii this city, with a view to ascertain­ 
ing in a measure what 
the city is 
g ettin g in the way of water, and to 
w hat e x te n t it is being filtered at 
the p lan t in this city. 
I have looked 
into th e plant and have found the 
filters and reservoirs and everything 
around the place in good order, which 
speaks well of those who have charge, 
but I have found the filters totally in­ 
adequate for the purpose they were 
put in. 
‘'There is really no tilter system 
to speak of in connection with the 
plant. 
There are .several big tanks 
half lilied with sand. 
The w ater 
passes through this sand but this 
does not filter it at all except to 
keep the bark and other refuse out. 
As far as health is concerned noth­ 
ing is filtered at all a t the present 
time. 
“ All sewerage from the Brainerd 
L um ber Company mills goes into 
Bice lake and then into the river, 
p a rt of the year the sew erage from 
th& shops goes into the river, and 
then 
too, the sewerage from the 
cem etery must be considered. 
It is 
not an uncommon thing to see dead 
horses o r cattle floating down the 
Mississippi. 
T ests of 
this 
water 
m ight be* taken ten times and no con 
lam ination could Im- found, and then 
again a test might 
I m * taken and the 
entire quantity found to be contam i­ 
nated. 
I t is som ething that should 
be looked into with g reat care. Peo­ 
ple who use this w ater should boil 
it first, or use spring w a te r.’’

The question of pure water for 
consumers is one, however, which 
the city officials think should not cut 
any figure with the conditions of any 
lease or contract and in ail probabil­ 
ity after Dr. Thabes, health officer 
of the city, makes his report to the 
cou nc ilt w h ic h he w 111 do in the nea r 
future, on the condition of the filter* 
leg system of Hrainerd that some 
decisive action will be taken. 
In ^peaking of the matter this 
morning Dr. Thabes said: 
“ I have made quite an extended 
examination of the water works plant 
in this city, with a view to ascertain­ 
ing in a measure what the city is 
getting in the way of water, and to 
what extent it is being filtered at 
the plant in this eity. 
1 have looked 
into the plant and have found the 
filters and reservoirs and everything 
around the place in good order, which 
speaks w*ell of those who have charge, 
but I have found the filters totally in­ 
adequate for the purpose they were 
{rut in. 
“There is reaily no filter system 
to speak of in connection with the 
plant. There are several big tanks 
half filled with sand. 
The water 
passes through this sand but this 
does not filter it at all except to 
keep the bark and other refuse out. 
As far as health is concerned noth­ 
ing is filtered at all at the present 
time. 
“ All sewerage from the Bra inert! 
Lumber Company mills goes into 
Hice lake and then into the river, 
part of the year the sewerage from 
the shops goes ¡oto the river, and 
then too, the sewerage from the 
cemetery must be considered. 
It is 
not an uncommon thing to see dead 
horses or cattle floating down the 
Mississippi. 
Tests of this water 
might be taken ten times and no con 
tamination could be found, and then 
again a test might be taken and the 
entire quantity found to be contami­ 
nated.
